CLUCAUO, October 21.—In the presence 


of 100,000 people, amid the echoes of tho 
largest chorus ever assembled in the his- 
tory ol modem times, antler arches, the 
largest ever constructed m the history of 
architecture, the World's Columbian. Ex- 
position 
was dedicated today in the 


great hall of manufactures and liberal 
arts, by dignitariea of the nation. 


Tho sceno presented by the vast gath- 


ering in the dedication buildings was one 
never to bo forgotten. In many respecls 
it was without a precedent. 


Everything was on the order of tbo 


superlative. 


The dedication hall ia the largest 


structure over erected, aud in it WHS 
gathered tlio largest crowd over »imeiii- 
bled beneath a single roof. In tlie audi- 
ence were probably more distinguiEhod 
Anieriear.a than have over-been H«en to- 
gether on any co-umomorntive occasion 
in the history of the republic. 


The sound of camion at 4 o'clock in 


the morning awoke the city and as tho 
dawn broke with okiue bright and clear 
everybody was afoot to participate in the 
momentous exercises.
